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HIDING BID 

FOB SCHOOLS 

IS REJECTED 

Council bosses missed off vital information 


BLUNDERING council chi¬ 
efs have had a multi-million 
pound school funding bid 
rejected by government offi¬ 
cials - after leaving out vital 
information from their sub¬ 
mission. 

Council bosses applied for cash to re¬ 
build its crumbling primary schools in 
May, but were sent back to the draw¬ 
ing board empty-handed this week. 

More than £3.5 billion was handed 
out to local authorities across 
England, including £31.7 million to 
Kent County Council. 

A team of Department for Children, 
Schools and Families consultants will 
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now work with Medway council chiefs 
to help them re-write their submission. 

It is thought the bid blunder could 
lead to a delay in key redevelopment 
work of Medway primary schools 
when other local authorities will be 
pushing ahead with construction. 

Medway Labour group members 
slammed the council’s “substandard 
bid”, saying they raised concerns well 
before the submission date. 

Councillor Bill Esterson said: “This 
is an abject failure by the council. I 
will be asking senior officers and the 


portfolio holder which elements of the 
bid were so poor it was refused. 

“I and the other Labour councillors 
on the committee pointed out the sub¬ 
mission was weak when it was rushed 
to overview and scrutiny in May, and 
we feared then it would be rejected. 

“As usual, the arrogant Tories could 
not brook any dissent and we were told 
that, barring a few tweaks, it would be 
submitted. We must also remember 
that this council is supposed to be run¬ 
ning the new academies scheme - 
how can parents trust them after this? 

‘The Tories should apologise - not to 
us, even though they ignored our justi¬ 
fied concerns - but to parents, school- 
children and teachers in Medway, for

'Strong case' for 
reopening towns' 
sub-post offices

THE Conservative leader 
of Medway council has 
called for post offices across 
the towns to be reopened in 
the wake of Government 
moves to secure the future 
of sub-offices across the 
country. 

Cllr Rodney 
Chambers, who 
represents 
Hempstead and 
Wigmore, said the 
decision to award 
the Post Office 
Card Account 2 
(POCA2) contract 
to local post offices 
provided a strong 
case for four Medway branches to 
open their doors once again. 

Cllr Chambers said: “Post offices 
provide important community sup¬ 
port for all, but especially the elderly 
and disabled who rely on sub-post 
offices to gain access to benefits. 

“The decision to allow the Post 
Office to keep the card account has 
put an end to years of uncertainty 
and secured the future of post offices. 

“There is clearly now a strong case 
to reopen post offices to ensure that 
those who rely on their services are 
not disadvantaged.” 

The Government’s decision to keep 
POCA2 within the remit of the Post 
Office was welcomed by Medway 
postmasters, who said the move had 
saved thousands of branches nation¬ 
wide from certain closure. 

Luton postmaster Kulvir Bhela 
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said: “We are excited by this news. 
Many of my elderly customers were 
terrified of losing this service. There 
will be a sense of relief throughout 
the community.” 

Princes Avenue postmaster Barry 
Vera added: “The Post Office’s card 
account is a fabulous service, 
enabling pensioners to get cash more 
or less anywhere in Britain. 

“Post offices are important to com¬ 
munities so this is great news for 
everyone in Medway and Kent.” 

Labour MPs Jonathan Shaw and 
Paul Clark also welcomed the 
Government’s decision. 

Gillingham and Rainham MP Mr 
Clark said: “I’m thrilled. I have 
received more letters about POCA2 
than any other issue this year. 

“The card account brings in impor¬ 
tant revenue to post offices locally, 
some of which are already under 
great strain as it is.” 

Chatham and Aylesford MP Mr 
Shaw said: “This is good news. The 
card account is an important source 
of income and brings customers 
through the doors of post offices 
across the country.” 

The card account was introduced 
in April 2003 to help support the 
conversion of some customers from 
order books to Direct Payment. 

It was aimed at those who did not 
already have a suitable account and 
was designed as a stepping stone to 
help people who had not used a bank 
account before get used to banking 
before moving on to an account offer¬ 
ing more features. 
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Terminal unloads 
supertanker gas 

THE UK’s largest ever delivery of liq¬ 
uefied natural gas has arrived at a 
newly-expanded terminal where it 
will be pumped into three storage 
tanks each the size of the Albert Hall. 

Power company Centrica delivered 
the cargo on the A1 Khuwair super¬ 
tanker to National Grid’s Isle of Grain 
facility. 

The 330-metre vessel is the first of 
its size to arrive in the UK and its 
cargo is enough to supply 4.5 million 
customers for a week in winter. 

Terminal manager Simon Fairman 
said: “Facilities like this are essential 
for security of supply and to be able to 
access markets around the world. 

“It has taken three years and £355 
million to build this. We are proud to 
have the A1 Khuwair here to allow us 
to commission the terminal.” 

Trust earns praise 

MEDWAY NHS Foundation Trust 
has been recognised for its patient 
care. 

The trust is one of only four in 
England where more than 80 per cent 
of patients with fractured hips had 
surgery within two days of admission. 

Its efforts were mentioned in this 
year’s Dr Foster Hospital Guide, pub¬ 
lished this week. 

Trust chief executive Andrew 
Home said: We believe in a board-to- 
ward commitment which sees that 
top level decisions deliver actual ben¬ 
efits for patients and we are pleased 
this has been recognised.

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Speed camera trials 
target new offences 

Mobile phones 
and seat belts 
under scrutiny

MOTORISTS who illegally use 
their mobile phones at the wheel 
face being caught out by eagle-eyed 
speed camera operatives as part 
of a three-month trial extension of 
their powers. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership crews are now also on the look-out 
for drivers who are not wearing their seatbelts. 

If the pilot stage proves a success, the part¬ 
nerships’ extra responsibilities could become 
permanent - resulting in a flood of new fixed 
penalty notices being handed out. 

Partnership chairman Ian Proctor said: “Our 
camera operators see offences other than 
speeding being committed at camera sites. 

“Safety cameras are only in locations where 
people have been killed or seriously injured, so 
by reducing the number of offences committed 
at these sites we hope to lower casualties even 
further. 

“We will not issue fixed penalty notices 
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WATCH OUT: If the current trial of safety cameras proves successful a flood of new fixed penalties could be handed out 


during the pilot stage as we hope that sending 
letters to vehicle owners will be sufficient to 
deter people from committing further offences.” 

Chief Inspector Roscoe Walford, of Kent 
Police, added: “This is about using the resources 
available in a more dynamic way in an attempt 
to reduce the number of people being seriously 
injured or killed. 

“There are four main factors that contribute 
to collisions that end with serious conse¬ 
quences; speeding, being distracted while driv¬ 
ing - such as talking on the telephone - not 
wearing a seat belt and drink driving. 

“The use of the Kent and Medway Safety cam¬ 
eras will help address three of these factors. 

A partnership spokesman urged motorists to 


become safer drivers by belting up and switch¬ 
ing their phones off. 

They said: “Besides the obvious consequences 
of being fined or facing a prison sentence, talk¬ 
ing or texting on a phone has been shown to 
impair a driver’s ability to the same extent as if 
they were above the legal alcohol limit. 

“Last year 95 people died in road traffic 
collisions in Kent and Medway - 18 of them 
had not been wearing their seatbelts and may 
have survived if they’d belted up. 

“If you have a collision at 25mph unbelted, it 
is like falling from a two-storey building, at 
40mph it is like falling from six storeys, and at 
60mph it is like falling from 12 storeys.”

delaying the improvement of their 
primary schools through sheer 
incompetence.” 

Labour group deputy leader Glyn 
Griffiths said: “The Conservative- 
run council has put at risk millions 
of pounds of investment into local 
primary schools because their 
plans were not up to scratch. 

“It is a disgrace that the council is 
now relying on Government advi¬ 
sors to rewrite the strategy which 
most other councils in the country 
were able to achieve on their own. 

“Medway’s Tory cabinet report 
card would read: ‘Zero for attain¬ 
ment - must try harder’.” 

Children and adult services 
director Rose Collinson said: “We 
know we haven’t been successful in 
our initial primary capital funding 
bid. The DCSF wanted more detail 
on how the strategy would impact 
on schools below floor targets, on 
surplus places and on promoting 
choice and diversity. 

“They also wanted more evidence 
of our delivery capacity. 

“Neither the amount nor the tim¬ 
ing of the funding should be affect¬ 
ed by the need to strengthen our 
strategy and we’ll be working close¬ 
ly with DCSF officers to ensure we 
have a bid which meets their crite¬ 
ria submitted by the end of 
January.” 


MP PAUL Clark has written to 
police chiefs calling for a ‘dispersal 
plan’ to tackle anti-social behaviour 
across Medway. 

The Gillingham and Rainham 
Labour MP said nuisance crime is a 
major problem and has been driving 
his constituents out of the area. 

Mr Clark said: “I have had families 
come to my office in just the past few 
months saying they are leaving 
Gillingham because they cannot 
cope with the disturbance and mis¬ 
ery from anti-social adults and 
young people on the streets and in 
nearby homes. 

Difference 

“That is a dreadful situation and it 
must stop. 

“Just a few months ago I carried out 
a survey of more than 9,000 people in 
Gillingham and Rainham, and while 
many said they felt secure in their 
neighbourhood a concerning number 
of respondents said otherwise. 

“As long as I am receiving news like 
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that, I will continue to push for more 
action on anti-social behaviour.” 

Mr Clark highlighted the success 
of a dispersal scheme in Heme Bay. 

According to Kent Police’s website, 
“the Heron ward dispersal area was 
originally planned to last for three 
months”, but the scheme has “made 
such a difference to the community” 
that it has been extended until 
January 2009. 

Mr Clark said: “The police have 
taken really tough action in Heme 
Bay using government legislation. I 
want to see something similar in 
Gillingham. I have written to the 
Chief Superintendent at Medway 
Police Station and asked if he would 
be prepared to meet me to get the 
ball rolling.” 

A successful dispersal scheme was 
introduced in Rainham during the 
winter of 2006 around the shopping 
centre and Station Road areas.

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Waiting list efforts 
hailed in NHS book 

HEALTH manager Stephen Griffiths’ work 
in slashing waiting times has been hailed in 
a new NHS book. 

The Medway Foundation Trust’s head of 
imaging has been featured in 60 
Extraordinary Stories, a book published to 
mark the 60th anniversary of the founding of 
the National Health Service. 

Mr Griffiths made the grade after reducing 
medical imaging waiting times, including x- 
rays, CT scans, MRI scans and ultrasounds, 
to just two weeks - beating the Department 
of Health’s target of six weeks. 

The health professional said he was 
delighted to feature in the book. 

“I am thrilled to be acknowledged, but the 
achievements in the imaging department 
really are testament to the hard work and 
dedication of everyone in the team,” he said. 

“We’ve managed to make these reductions 
by introducing increased service hours from 
8am to 8pm over a seven-day week. 

“Usage of the MRI and CT scanners has 
also been increased, making them available 
84 hours a week instead of the previous 35 
hours.”

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OLYMPIC chiefs are racing 
ahead with the multi-million- 
pound redevelopment of the 
Black Lion Leisure Centre, 
having already overcome a 
number of tricky hurdles. 

Bosses behind the £11 million Medway 
Park project have seen the projectile hall 
refitted for use as a state-of-the-art judo 
room and have now turned their attention to 
the Gillingham complex’s planned running 
track. 

The contract was awarded to G Thornton 
Ltd earlier this month and is expected to be 
completed by July 2009. 

All works must be finished by spring 2010, 
when the centre will host the Modern 
Pentathlon World Cup. 

Medway Park will then be used as a pre- 
London 2012 training camp for 13 Olympic 
and eight Paralympic sports, ranging from 
athletics to indoor volleyball. 

A council spokesman said the 
redevelopment project was going well. 

“The first part of the work to be completed 
was the judo hall, providing an area for two 
full training mats, plus viewing area and 
changing rooms,” he said. 

“Smaller pieces of work are being 
undertaken as part of the refurbishments. 

“These include work on the flat roof and 
repairs to the swimming pool, due to be 
started in the New Year. 

“Work to the bar area will also be 
completed in this financial year.” 

Medway Park has been approved as an 
Olympic pre-games training camp for 
athletics, badminton, basketball, boxing,

fencing, gymnastics, indoor volleyball, judo, 
modern pentathlon, tae kwon do, 
trampolining and wrestling. It will also be 
used in the run-up to the Paralympic Games 
for athletics, boccia, goalball, judo, volleyball, 
wheelchair basketball, wheelchair fencing 
and wheelchair rugby. 

The spokesman said the centre would 
benefit Medway residents for years to come. 
“The plans are designed to deliver benefits 
for both 2012 and beyond. They will benefit 
the sporting elite and the community at 
large and meet the needs of the burgeoning 
Universities at Medway campus and the 
new MidKent College development,” he said.

I And the worst parts of the job? 


I hate failure, and sport and academia both 
involve aspects of winning and losing. 
Probably the worst situation is underachiev¬ 
ing: particularly having to fail students who 
have the ability but haven’t tried. 

Q What do you think are the University of Kent's biggest 
draws? 

The university is more about providing a 
student experience than other universities 
I’ve worked at and lecturers are committed to 
providing all round learning support. We also 
have a super new campus here in Medway 
with some excellent facilities. I think within a 
few years the Medway campus will come to be 
recognised as the leading campus within the 
South East. It’s got good access to London and 
Europe, and a growing body of staff and stu¬ 
dents who are ambitious and motivated. 


Q What are your hopes for the London 2012 Olympics? Do 
you see Britain winning more gold medals? 

A My hope for the London Olympics is that it 
can provide people with more than memo¬ 
rable medal winning performances. It would 
be marvellous if the legacy of London 2012 can 
be that it provides inspiration and opportunity 
before and after, and not just during the 
Games. 

I do envisage a greater medal haul for 
Britain in 2012, and I anticipate this being 
spread over a greater number of sports than 
the British Olympic team achieved at the 
Beijing Games. Here at the University of Kent 
we are doing what we can to support talented 
local athletes as well as more high profile 
teams. 


What do you like to do in your spare time? 


Q 

My wife and children usually have a list of 
things for me to do on my days off! Having 
moved to the area only relatively recently, I 
like to explore places of interest whenever the 
opportunity presents itself. 


« You're the university's sports chief. What is your own 
favourite sport and do you still find time to play it? 

A Take a wild guess! Although actually, I 
probably do more running than cycling 
these days, because it’s easier to pop out for a 
run than a bike ride, and I hate having to clean 
my bike. Cycling is one of my passions. I don’t 
race any longer though; I ride for fun. 


Q Tell us something about you that most people don't 
know. 

A I went to an unusual school in Scotland 
where lessons weren’t compulsory. I fin¬ 
ished without great academic qualifications. 
But I learnt that such freedom and responsi¬ 
bility can nurture self-confidence and inde¬ 
pendence. And with hard work, it is astonish¬ 
ing what can be achieved. 


Q What is your role at the University of Kent and what 
does your job entail? 

I am a professor at the University of Kent 
and head of the centre for sports studies. 
The centre provides the university’s academic 
sports courses (such as degrees in sports ther¬ 
apy, sports science and sports management) 
and also engages in sport, health and exercise- 
related research. It’s my job to lead the team 
towards achieving our ambition of being one of 
the best sports departments in the country. 

QTell us a little about yourself. 

A After I completed a degree in sports science 
I got a job as a sports scientist working for 
the British cycling team. Over the next six 
years I worked with most of Britain’s leading 
cyclists, helping them prepare for World 
Championships, the 1994 Commonwealth 
Games and the 1992 Barcelona and 1996 
Atlanta Olympics. After this I went back to 
study for a PhD before going into lecturing. 
About five years ago I started doing a bit more 
research for British Cycling and this resulted 
in me being seconded to them for two years to 
assist in the preparation for the Beijing and 
London Olympics. I moved to the University of 
Kent a year ago. 

QWhat are the best bits about your job? 

I am fortunate to lead a great team here at 
Kent and I have a job that reflects my pas¬ 
sion: teaching, studying and working in sport.

Police launch drink-driving campaign 


A HEART-TUGGING campaign 
has been launched by road safety 
experts in a bid to crack down on 
deaths caused by drinking and 
driving. 

And in a special roadshow which this week 
got under way touring the county the message 
is being taken into the major shopping centres. 

The campaign is centred on a Christmas 
tree display and is hoped to hit home as com¬ 
panies start staging festive parties and lunch¬ 
es in the run-up to the big day 

The tree bears a banner with the slogan 
“Christmas Mourning? Drinking and Driving 
Wrecks Lives” to remind motorists that the 
morning of the big day could take on a very 
different meaning.

The display also includes a lone unwrapped 
present among wrapping paper to represent 
those killed by drink-driving who will not be 
opening their gifts this year. 

The campaign started in Maidstone town 
centre on Monday and arrived in Tunbridge 
Wells the following day. 

It is due in Westwood Cross, Thanet, tomor-

row (Wednesday) and Canterbury on Monday 
next week. 

Steve Horton, road safety team leader for 
Kent Highway Services, said: “Approximately 
250 people in Kent were killed or seriously 
injured by drinking and driving in the last 
year. 

“Drinking and driving wrecked their lives 
and the lives of those around them. 

“We hope that by taking a Christmas tree 
out and about a little bit early, we’ll get peo¬ 
ple’s attention and get the message across 
before the festive season really begins.” 

The campaign will run until mid-January to 
capture New Year festivities, too, and includes 
bus-back advertising, billboards, posters, 
leaflets and a TV advert. 

As part of the campaign, police will be carry¬ 
ing out roadside tests to check the co¬ 
ordination and spatial awareness of any driv¬ 
ers who they suspect have been drink-driving. 

Motorists are also being asked to remember 
that they could still be over the legal limit the 
morning after drinking and if police are called 
to attend a crash, everyone involved will be 
automatically breathalysed.

Doctors to close early for training afternoon 


GP surgeries across much of the east of the 
county will close early on Wednesday next 
week for staff training. 

Surgeries in Swale, Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Deal, Shepway and Thanet will be 
closed from lpm-6.30pm on November 26. 

Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) has organised a primary care 


educational afternoon to provide an opportuni¬ 
ty for protected learning time for staff in GP 
surgeries. 

These afternoons provide the opportunity for 
GPs to attend lectures and discuss and debate 
current issues around NHS services. Practice 
staff also have the chance to use this time for 
training within the practice or to attend one of 


the training sessions organised by the PCT. 

Local out-of-hours services will provide cover 
for the surgeries, so anyone who needs to see a 
doctor urgently will still be able to do so. 

If a patient does need to see a doctor urgent¬ 
ly on one of these afternoons, they need to 
phone their practice in the normal way and 
they will be told what they need to do.

Business as usual 
for toll crossing 

HOPES of cutting pollution levels in and 
around Dartford by introducing a 50 per 
cent increase on the crossing toll have yet to 
materialise. 

The change in charges was introduced on 
Saturday night - dropping the charge alto¬ 
gether between the hours of 10pm and 
6am, but increasing it during the day. 

Cars must now pay £1.50 - up from £1 - 
with lorry charges increased, depending on 
size, to £2 or £3.70. 

Kent Green Party officials had said they 
hoped the increase would lead to a reduc¬ 
tion in traffic, as seen when the congestion 
charge was introduced in central London. 

There were also concerns of traffic chaos, 
with fears of extra congestion as drivers 
tried to get through the tunnel or over the 
bridge before the free period ended. 

But on Monday - the first business day 
under the new charge system - officials 
reported it was very much business, and 
volume, as usual. 

A Highways Agency spokesman said: 
“There were no real problems brought 
about by the new charges. 

“However, on Monday morning there was 
an accident on the bridge which led to tail¬ 
backs. This was nothing to do with the 
charges, which we thought we made people 
fully aware of by the amount of publicity we 
gave.” 

There was no reported increase or 
decrease in traffic levels, either over the 
weekend or in the morning rush-hour on 
Monday. 

The AA also said it had received no con¬ 
cerns from drivers - despite last week say¬ 
ing the move could lead to “dangerous 
driving patterns” as motorists looked to 
avoid peak-time crossing. 

“We haven’t had any complaints,” said a 
spokesman.

PUPILS have been learning about 
the importance of hand-washing to 
stop the spread of infection. 

KOS Media’s Clean, Safe and Healthy cam¬ 
paign, which has been raising awareness about 
superbugs, is now focusing its message about 
hand hygiene on the county’s young people. 

Launched in the wake of the Healthcare 
Commission’s damning report into two out¬ 
breaks of Clostridium difficile in west Kent hos¬ 
pitals, the award-winning publisher has been 
working with the NHS to highlight how every¬ 
one has a role to play in the battle against killer 
bugs. 

Pupils at Selsted Primary School, near Dover, 
have already been learning about how proper 
hand-washing can protect people from infec¬ 
tious diseases. 

Headteacher Kevin Bailey said: “It is incredi¬ 
bly important for them to realise that without 
washing hands they are spreading germs, risk¬ 
ing their own health and also their friends and 
those around them.” 

He said the 75 youngsters at the school, aged 
between five and 11, had been learning about 
basic hygiene as part of the Government’s 
healthy schools initiative. 

The school’s small size and sense of communi¬ 
ty has helped spread the healthy lifestyle mes¬ 
sage and soon the children will be growing their 
own food in the grounds, he said. 

“It is about health and hygiene, physical fit¬ 
ness and keeping your hands clean after the toi¬ 
let, before and after eating and after playtime,” 
Mr Bailey added.

and Jessica Saxby, all aged ten, interviewed one 
of the school’s cleaners about her job. All of them 
said they were shocked to find that the boys’ toi¬ 
lets were cleaner than the girls. Lucas said: “I 
appreciate more what my mum and the cleaners 
do because it is quite a hard job.” 

Elizabeth told KOS Media how the dirtiest 
parts the school included chairs and tables. She 
added: “Keep where you live clean and it will 
prevent germs spreading to you and harming 
others.”

cookery classes now, they have to understand 
that they need to have clean hands. If it is 
ingrained at this age, it will stay with them for 
life.” 

When KOS Media visited the school last week, 
the primary care trust had brought along a UV 
light box so the children could see the dirt on 
their hands gleaming in the dark and watch 
how it disappeared after thorough hand-wash¬ 
ing. 

‘We have done a lot of discussion work and 
activities such as making posters,” Mr Bailey 
said. 

Teacher Carol Thurman, who led the healthy 
schools status project, said the hand-hygiene 
message was drummed into the children when 
they did cookery lessons. 

Examples of slogans from the brightly 
coloured posters made by the children include 
‘when we cook we wash our hands’ and ‘we 
always wash our hands’.

REMEMBER, remember, the fifth 
of November, gunpowder, treason 
and plot. You remember the rest. 

But where did it all go wrong? Who decided 
that bonfire night celebrations could start at 
the end of October and carry on for at least a 
fortnight? 

Pity pet owners for starters - and people 
with young children. When I was growing up 
they had one night of the year when they had 
to keep their cats, dogs and rabbits indoors. 

Now it goes on for weeks. And it’s time it 
stopped. 

Anyone over a certain age will have grown 
up with ‘penny for the guy?’ on every street 
comer. 

In the days before health and safety worried 
about children keeping the full complement of 
four fingers and a thumb on each hand, kids in 
masks were allowed to get away with begging 
to raise enough pennies to buy themselves 
bangers and rockets.

Happy days. And when November 5 would 
come along - at least when I grew up in the 
Seventies - I recall it always seemed to rain. 
Normally that misty drizzle that slowly soaks 
through every layer you wear. 

But you would NEVER cancel the fireworks 
because of rain. Guy Fawkes night is supposed 
to be wet, cold and not actually that pleasant. 

Yet this year every organised display seems 
to have been moved at least once. Last 
Thursday (November 13, seven days late) the 
school local to me was suddenly ablaze with a 
rescheduled display. No warning, no chance for 
me to encourage my traumatised cat indoors. 

Just lots and lots of noise and flames fight¬ 


ing the sky. Blame cheap fireworks from 
China if you like. Blame the greed of shops 
and supermarkets who know there’s a few 
quid to be made. Or blame every school, Scout 
group and pub for wanting to get a slice of the 
bonfire night action. 

Blame, if you like, the health and safety mob 
who, perhaps 20 years ago, slowly drove the 
street bonfire out of public favour with tales of 
hideous maiming and encouraging us all to 
public displays (then they made them impossi¬ 
ble to organise as well, but that’s another 
story). 

But goddammit, it’s a British celebration 
and, even if we have to use Chinese explosives, 
we should keep it alive and perhaps drive out 
that nasty US import trick or treat. I would 
fully support local byelaws insisting that fire¬ 
works displays are held on November 5. 

And if it rains, bad luck. That’ll make next 
year something to look forward to.

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Overindulge in high seas fun

MY normal holiday routine inv¬ 
olves over indulging on local cui¬ 
sine to such an extent I have to 
grease the doors when I get home 
to move around my flat, but this 
trip with water sports specialist 
Sunsail was rather different. 

A small group of us, none of whom had 
stepped foot on a yacht before, had been 
tasked with turning from sailing ‘zeros to 
heroes’ in under a week. 

An intensive three-day course would give us 
the basics. We would then be unleashed upon 
two 40-foot state of the art, frighteningly 
expensive yachts, sailing where the wind took 
us, around the heart-stealing beauty of the 
Ionian islands, off the west coast of mainland 
Greece. 

We stayed in Vounaki, which boasts all the 
usual restaurants, pools, sports facilities and 
entertainment for kids and adults alike. Its 
elevated position provides a wondrous nightly 
spectacle as the sun sets slowly behind the 
jagged peaks of Lefkas Island across the bay. 

The work is physically demanding. There is 
a lot of pulling and hauling. We all boasted 
blisters and sunburn, but both crews were qui¬ 
etly confidant as excellent instructors ham¬ 
mered into us exactly what had to be done. 

Then on our final day of training we woke to 
screaming winds and a gun-metal sky.

Everything had changed. Normally placid 
waters now tossed and shook in rageful 
vengeance. Surely, conditions would be too 
severe to sail? Not a chance. Under Greek law 
you cannot sail in a force six sea — this was 
only force five. 

We began to feel nervous as we set sail. Out 
of the harbour the sea lurched and surged at 
the boat, drenching us with freezing run-off. 
Huge gaps would tear open in the water leav¬ 


ing the yacht to slide sickeningly into the void. 

Everyone donned lifejackets. Some tied 
themselves to the yacht with safety harnesses. 
A crackling radio message came through - as 
conditions had hit force six, all boats must 
return to the harbour. Then the engine cut out. 

Our skipper told us these were the worst 
conditions experienced for a year, and totally 
out of character for the area. Then, harnessed 
to the deck, he strode calmly out across the 
front of the yacht and raised the front sail. 
“We’ll sail back in, it’s no problem,” he said. 

The boat suddenly leapt into life, we twisted 
around and shot back in the direction of the 
harbour. Our skipper, a professional sailor, was 
in his element. The conditions offered him the 
chance to do some proper sailing at last. 

Scrambling back on shore, I felt slightly 
ashamed. I had the dawning realisation the 
conditions hadn’t been half as dangerous as I’d 
thought. I also realised I couldn’t stop smiling 
- it was the best fun I’d had in years. 

Next morning the sea was once again a vast, 
azure carpet. Our skipper took us south, pass¬ 
ing marjoram and pine-scented islands - the 
tadpole shaped Meganisi, and the secretive 
Scorpios, owned by the Onassis family - then 
on toward Kefalonia, where we were to spend 
the night. 

The following morning we were sailing on a 
gentle breeze, and it felt terrific. 

It was with some reluctance that we stepped 
back on land for the final time. It could have 
been the Greek brandy, but as we shared our 
exploits later that night, I couldn’t help but 
notice that everyone was firmly clutching hold 
of the bar, and gently swaying.

Study shows a 
drop in first 
time landlords 

THE buy-to-let business is increasingly 
getting out of the reach of new landlords, 
according to recent figures. 

In a study of about 200 mortgage bro¬ 
kers in the country, it was found that in 
the third quarter there was an increase 
in the number of landlords seeking 
portfolio extension mortgages or 
remortgages 

Also the number of first-time landlords 
applying for buy-to-let mortgages 
shrank to its lowest in recent times. 

But experienced landlords now domi¬ 
nate the sector as they build long-term 
portfolios. 

It was also found that in the three 
months to the end of September, there 
were more then 55 per cent buy-to-let 
transactions done for remortgages. 

While 30 per cent of landlords wanted 
to extend their portfolios, only about 2.6 
per cent of business was for property 
substitution. 

Of this, 10.6 per cent of business in the 
period was accounted for by first-time 
landlords, which showed a fall from 18.3 
per cent in the third quarter of 2007. 

Parents are called 
on to help young 
buyers raise deposit 

HALF of all first-time home buyers 
under the age of 30 are getting help from 
their parents to fund their purchases. 

Data from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders shows that as lenders have low¬ 
ered their loan-to-value ratios on mort¬ 
gages - the amount that can be bor¬ 
rowed against the value of a home - par¬ 
ents have stepped in to fill the gap. 

However, first-time buyers are not tak¬ 
ing advantage of falling house prices. 

The CML data shows the value of a 
property bought by an ‘assisted buy 5 was 
£146,000 in the second quarter of2008 - 
compared to £145,000 a year ago. 

However, parents are being tapped for 
more cash as higher deposits are need¬ 
ed. The average deposit now is £35,000, 
compared to £29,201 a year ago, as aver¬ 
age loans-to-value on mortgages have 
dropped from 80.6 per cent to 75.3 per 
cent for buyers receiving help. 


Federation plea for 
greater provision 
of social housing

HOUSE prices have fallen an aver¬ 
age of more than five per cent local¬ 
ly in the last year - but it is still as 
hard as ever for people to get on to 
the housing ladder, according to 
new research from the National 
Housing Federation. 

The credit crunch effect on mortgage avail¬ 
ability means price falls are having no impact 
in making homes more accessible, the study 
revealed. 

A report entitled South East Home Truths: 
Why the Need for Social Housing is Increasing 
has been launched by the federation at the 
House of Commons. 

It shows that poor housing supply, afford¬ 
ability problems, and mortgage arrears and 
repossessions are pushing more people 
towards social housing for help. 

The statistics in the report give a complete 
picture of housing issues in the area. 

The research shows only 70 per cent of the 
social homes needed are being built in the 
South East, while waiting lists have grown 
more than 60 per cent in five years and over¬ 
crowding is on the increase 

It also reveals over 200,000 households in 
the region are now on a waiting list for more 
suitable housing - affecting close to half a mil¬ 
lion people. 

House-building by private developers fell 22 
per cent between June 2007 and June 2008. 

The Government believes the South East 
needs to build 33,125 new homes a year and 
the South East Regional Assembly has said 
social housing should account for 35 per cent 


of all new homes; around 11,600 a year. 

But Government funding only supported the 
delivery of 8,200 social homes last year. 

Simon Nunn, head of south region for the 
federation, said: “The South East is perceived 
as affluent and the place to be, yet look under 
the veneer and you’ll find areas of real pover¬ 
ty and deprivation in the region’s cities and in 
some rural areas. 

‘We need more homes now. One in every 17 
households in the South East is now on a wait¬ 
ing list for a social home. 

With unemployment rising and more fami¬ 
lies and older people moving towards the 


poverty line, a new spike in social housing 
demand looks inevitable. 

“Housing associations can’t deliver the 
homes the region needs without a good bor¬ 
rowing stream from lenders and more support 
from the Government. 

“The economy of the South East is key to the 
well-being and growth of the country as a 
whole. 

“It’s vital we maintain the strong progress 
housing associations have made in delivering 
new social homes in recent years, and that we 
help people get through this tough economic 
time in the best shape possible.”

Honda hits the streets 

HONDA has announced that the first 
customers have taken delivery of its 
much hyped FCX Clarity - the firm’s 
zero emission fuel cell-powered car. 

Initially up to 200 customers will begin 
leasing the car in the United States 
and Japan over the next three years, 
with the first few recipients from 
California.

The FCX Clarity is Honda’s next 
generation, hydrogen-powered fuel cell 
vehicle. 

The car’s only emissions are heat and 
water and its fuel efficiency is three 
times that of a modem petrol engine. 



Shared trips ate'driving 
couples round the bend' 

COUPLES planning a leisurely car trip 
together are likely to find that it ends in 
tears, it has been revealed. 

Over three-quarters of them have 
stopped talking thanks to an in-car row 
over getting lost. 

This and disagreeing about directions 
are the most common reasons for 
couples arguing in the car when they’re 
supposed to be getting away from it all. 

A third of people confess to getting lost 
on the roads at some time or another, and 
61 per cent of British couples admit to 
having a bust-up because of winding up 
at the wrong destination or differences of 
opinion about which route to take - pos¬ 
sibly because 59 per cent of drivers don’t 
own electronic route planners. 

The gender divide is alive and well on 
the road too. 

Men will wait on average 10 minutes

WE won’t claim VW roared back to 
the city car sector with the Fox - 
little cars just don’t make that 
much fuss. 

But this little three-door’s arrival in 2006 
showed how the German giant still saw a 
point to the baby car sector it abandoned with 
the demise of the Lupo the year before - now 
we all get the point as the UK mshes to down¬ 
size and cut driving costs. 

With prices starting at £6,600, the Fox is 
also well placed to satisfy that trend - the even 
smaller Lupo was nudging £8,000 when it got 
the chop. 

This cost-cutting feat was achieved by VW 
sourcing the newcomer from its tried and test¬ 
ed Brazilian production operation, creating a 
roomy high-roof design that really can seat 
four and wears the brand’s more premium 
badge on the front. 

At 3.83 metres, the newcomer was 30cms 
longer than the Lupo yet around 90cms short¬ 
er than VW’s rather dearer Polo supermini. 

But VW squeezed the budget hard to enable 
the Fox compete in a tight arena and it shows 


most in the interior where the plastics simply 
do not match VW’s normally high standards. 

Nevertheless, they are competitive with this 
end of the market and it is hard to see any¬ 
where else where the Brazilian import lets the 
side down. 

The car drives well with a crisp gearshift, 
good grip and a sensible balance between ride 
quality and handling. 

For now, the engine technology is petrol only 
and nothing fancy: a 53bhp 1.2-litre or 72bhp 
1.4-litre. I actually prefer the 1.2; the official 0- 
62mph in 16.5 seconds looks glacial, but it 
seems to have enough power when you need it. 

The three-cylinder layout causes some 
unevenness on tickover, but this settles down 
well for the motorway and it should average 
around 45mpg. 

Neither powertrain qualifies for the lowest 
(£35/year) payable road tax band though and 
standard spec is basic - you need around £600 
to trade up to the higher Urban package, 
bringing electric front windows, body-coloured 
bumpers and door mirrors, remote central 
locking and sliding rear bench seat.
